Mr.  Clements,  from  the  Committee  on  Agriculture  and  Forestry, 

submitted  the  following 

REPORT 

[To  accompany  S.  J.  Res.  60] 

The  Committee  on  Agriculture  and  Forestry,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  joint  resolution  (S.  J.  Res.  60)  directing  a  study  and  report  by  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  on  hurley  tobacco  marketing  controls, 
having  considered  the  same,  report  thereon  with  a  recommendation 
that  it  do  pass  without  amendment. 

This  joint  resolution  would  direct  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to 
make  a  study  of  various  methods  of  marketing  control  for  hurley 
tobacco.  At  present  we  have  a  3.5-year  supply,  whereas  a  2.7-year 
supply  is  considered  adequate.  The  Department  of  Agriculture’s 
witness  at  joint  hearings  before  subcommittees  of  the  House  and 
Senate  Agriculture  Committees  advised  that  the  Department  is  con¬ 
fronted  with  serious  difficulties  in  maintaining  supplies  in  line  with 
demand  under  present  legislation,  and  that  there  is  a  prospect  of 
substantial  losses  to  the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  on  the  price- 
support  program.  Public  Law  21  was  enacted  this  Congress  to 
tighten  up  the  present  program,  but  your  committee  feels  that  this 
may  not  be  enough  and  that  all  possible  programs  should  be  thor¬ 
oughly  explored. 

It  should  be  pointed  out  that  the  resolution  provides  for  a  study 
only.  Senator  Scott,  in  particular,  suggested  that  it  be  made  clear 
that  the  committee’s  action  in  reporting  out  this  resolution  should  not 
be  construed  as  indicating  that  the  committee  favors  poundage 
limitations  or  any  other  particular  method  of  control.  The  report 
of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  on  the  resolution  is  attached.

Dear  Senator  Ellender:  This  acknowledges  your  letter  of  March  29,  1955, 
asking  for  the  Department’s  views  on  Senate  Joint  Resolution  60,  directing  a 
study  and  report  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  on  hurley  tobacco  marketing 
controls. 

Favorable  action  is  recommended  on  Senate  Joint  Resolution  60. 

Experience  gained  from  “poundage  quota”  operations  under  the  Kerr-Smith 
Tobacco  Act  in  1934  and  1935  and  under  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Act  of  1938 
in  that  year  provides  some  basis  for  evaluating  a  poundage  versus  an  acreage 
allotment  approach  on  tobacco  marketing  cjuotas.  Administrative  personnel  of 
the  Department  have  discussed  the  subject  of  “poundage  quotas”  with  tobacco 
grower  representatives  on  numerous  occasions,  and  considerable  thought  has  been 
given  to  the  subject  during  recent  months. 

The  drastic  current  situation  on  burley  tobacco  justifies  a  comprehensive  ex¬ 
ploration  of  all  possible  methods  that  might  be  employed  to  maintain  supplies  in 
line  with  demand.  Different  methods  have  been  suggested  from  time  to  time  by 
growers  and  others,  some  being  use  of  poundage  quotas  or  variations  of  poundage 
quotas,  and  some  being  combinations  of  poundage  quotas  and  acreage  allotments. 
It  is  felt  that,  whether  or  not  a  new-type  program  should  result  for  burley  tobacco, 
an  exhaustive  study  and  report  as  contemplated  by  Senate  Joint  Resolution  60  is 
highly  in  order  and  should  be  initiated  at  an  early  date. 

Depending  upon  the  nature  of  the  study  required  to  arrive  at  a  satisfactory  find¬ 
ing,  a  relatively  small  additional  expenditure  of  funds  would  be  necessary. 

The  Bureau  of  the  Budget  advises  that  there  is  no  objection  to  the  submission 
of  this  report.

I  think  the  Air  Force  has  taken  a 
wise  tack  iiTsnot  waiting  until  ofEicers 
are  about  ready  to  retire  before  giving 
them  high  rank^put  in  having  their  offi¬ 
cers  become  generals  at  a  young  age,  such 
as  40,  42,  and  45,  [^that  they  can  have 
10,  12,  or  even  18  ye^  of  command  un¬ 
der  their  belts,  and  bk.  available  should 
trouble  arise. 

However,  to  provide  ^equate  space 
in  the  table  of  organizations  in  the  Re¬ 
serve  and  National  Guard^r  officers 
who  are  no  longer  connected  ^h  active 
military  service  would  probaW  pre¬ 
sent  problems  because  of  there  noi^being 
a  sufficient  number  of  vacancies  for'  ‘ 
officers.  The  Senator  knows  what 
pens  when  there  may  be  a  full  coloi 
or  a  general  who  is  getting  along  in  years 
and  a  captain  who  is  eager  to  advance, 
but  who  cannot  be  promoted  because  the 
“stars”  keep  him  down. 

If  we  should  develop  the  Reserve  pro¬ 
gram  and  Congress  should  provide  ade¬ 
quate  funds  for  pay,  summer  camp,  and 
equipment,  then  I  feel  we  could  expand 
the  program  somewhat.  Such  a  pro¬ 
gram  would  have  to  have  help  from  the 
Federal  Government,  and  moneys  now 
directed  to  the  Regular  Military  Estab¬ 
lishment  would  have  to  be  transferred 
to  the  Reserve  Forces  for  arms,  equip¬ 
ment,  and  pay. 

Mr.  MARTIN  of  Pennsylvania.  Mr. 
President,  I  apologize  for  taking  so  much 
time.  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation 
for  having  had  an  opportunity  to  hear  a 
part  of  a  very  well  prepared  thesis  re¬ 
specting  certain  elements  of  our  military 
forces.  I  am  still  old-fashioned  enough 
to  think  that,  in  the  finality,  we  will 
need  ground  forces. 

One  of  the  questions  I  am  particularly 
interested  in  is  rapid  transportation. 
That  is  one  of  the  reasons  why  I  intro¬ 
duced  a  bill  this  morning  providing  for 
a  toll  road  clear  across  the  United  States, 
because  it  is  surprising  how  much  we 
have  to  depend  on  a  good  road  system, 
regardless  of  other  modern  transporta¬ 
tion  means. 

I  appreciate  vei-y  much  having  been 
permitted  the  time  to  make  a  brief  state¬ 
ment. 

Mr.  GOLDWATER.  I  do  not  want  the 
Senator  from  Pennsylvania  or  any  other 
Senator,  or  anyone  who  might  read  my 
remarks,  to  think  I  am  advocating  do¬ 
ing  away  with  ground  forces.  I  do  not 
believe  the  day  will  ever  come  when  we 
will  not  need  to  have  doughboys  who 
can  take  over  ground  and  stick  our  flag 
in  the  ground  to  indicate  that  the  ter¬ 
ritory  belongs  to  us.  However,  I  be¬ 
lieve  that,  instead  of  building  our  forcp 
around  naval  power,  as  we  have  done  in 
the  past,  we  should  now  consider  the 
p>ossibility  of  building  our  forces  around 
airpower. 

Mr.  MARTIN  of  Pennsylvania.  From 
the  transportation  standpoint,  airpower 
is  what  saved  us  in  Korea.  I  think  one 
of  the  greatest  military  exploits  in  the 
history  of  America  was  the  way  we 


transported  equipment  and  reinforce¬ 
ments  of  men  to  and  in  Korea.  It  was 
a  magnificent  accomplishment.  I  wish 
people  would  give  more  consideration 
to  what  our  army  accomplished  in  that 
respect  in  the  Korean  conflict. 

Mr.  GOLDWATER.  I  thank  the  Sen¬ 
ator. 

Mr.  AIKEN.  Mr.  President,  before  I 
turn  to  the  subject  on  which  I  am  pre¬ 
pared  to  speak,  I  should  like  to  com¬ 
pliment  the  distinguished  Senator  from 
Arizona  for  the  address  he  has  just 
made.

PLIGHT  OF  LOW-Il^OME  FARMERS 

Mr.  AIKEN.  Mr.  K^sident,  I  hope 
everyone  will  consider  serV(msly  the  mes¬ 
sage  which  the  President  h^  sent  to  the 
Congress  relating  to  the  pligM  of  a  mil- 
•lion'ahd'sP  quarter  low-incomck'farmers. 

We  spend  days  and  weeks — and  even 
months — in  seeking  to  maintana  and 
raise  the  income  of  the  2  million  iHghly 
mechanized  farming  units  of  our  co\m- 
try,  but  it  is  so  easy  to  forget  the  pro^ 
lem  of  those  farmers  who  cannot  afl 
ford  mechanization,  and  could  not  make 
a  decent  living  on  their  small  farms  even 
if  they  could  afford  mechanization. 

Price-support  programs  have  been 
very  helpful  to  the  commercial  farming 
interests  of  America,  but  no  price-sup¬ 
port  legislation  is  going  to  bring  the 
million  and  a  quarter  small  farmei'S  sell¬ 
ing  less  than  $1,500  a  year  from  their 
farms  to  a  very  high  level  of  personal 
security. 

Even  200  percent  price  supports  would 
not  enable  most  of  them  to  live  de¬ 
cently. 

As  the  President  and  Secretary  Ben¬ 
son  point  out,  these  people  not  only  must 
have  other  income,  but  they  must  be 
helped  and  shown  how  they  can  improve 
their  present  income  from  the  compara¬ 
tively  small  amount  of  agricultural  pro¬ 
duction  which  they  now  have. 

It  will  be  noted  that  most  of  these 
extremely  low-income  farmers  are  lo¬ 
cated  in  12  to  15  States. 

This  fact,  however,  does  not  mean 
that  eveiw  State  does  not  have  commu¬ 
nities  which  can  be  greatly  improved 
through  methods  which  we  have  talked 


a  lot  about,  but  which  we  have  not  put 
into  fullest  application. 

The  report  to  the  President  from  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  does  not  con¬ 
tain  many  new  suggestions.  It  does 
recommend  putting  into  effect  our  back¬ 
log  of  knowledge  and  the  acquisition  of 
more. 

Vei-y  little  legislation  v/ill  be  needed  to 
implement  a  program  which  will  enable 
a  million  farm  families  to  make  a 
markedly  greater  contribution  to  the 
national  economy,  to  security,  and  to 
society. 

There  is  no  one  solution  to  the  prob¬ 
lem  of  America’s  low -income  farm 
people. 

In  one  community,  it  may  mean  better 
use  of  their  existing  resources. 

In  another,  it  may  require  more  voca¬ 
tional  training,  both  agricultural  and  in¬ 
dustrial;  in  another,  it  may  mean  a 
change  of  employment;  and  in  still  oth¬ 
ers,  it  may  be  that  the  communities  are 
well  adapted  to  small  industries  which 
will  provide  part-time  employment  for 
those  whose  production  on  the  farm  is 
inadequate  to  support  a  family. 

We  all  remember  the  days  when  the 
county-agent  system  was  started.  To¬ 
day,  there  are  in  America  thousands  of 
prosperous  farmers  whose  status  at  that 
time  was  not  much  better  than  that  of 
the  million  farm  families  which  are  re¬ 
ferred  to  in  Secretary  Benson’s  report. 
It  was  the  individual  attention  of  the 
county  agent  which  helped  many  low- 
income  farmers  of  a  generation  ago 
to  become  the  prosperous  producers  of 
today. 

It  is  equally  certain  that  if  more  per¬ 
sonal  attention  can  be  paid  at  this  time 
to  the  condition  of  the  remaining  low- 
income  families,  many  of  them  would 
“•also  attain  more  satisfactory  levels  of 
existence. 

We  have  known  for  years  that  we 
should  inaugurate  and  expand  a  program 
directed  to  the  plight  of  low-income  rural 
people.  President  Eisenhower  and  Sec¬ 
retary  Benson  believe  that  we  should  now 
\have  more  action  in  this  direction. 

'v^It  will  make  a  stronger  America  if  these 
loW-income  farm  people  becom.e  more  in¬ 
dependent,  if  more  of  them  can  have 
higher  education,  if  all  of  them  can  have 
better  i^alth. 

The  ^posal  of  Secretary  Benson  to 
launch  pirn  operations  in  not  less  than 
50  of  the  thousand  low-income  counties 
of  the  Unitefetates  will  give  us  within 
a  few  year’s  time  most  valuable  criteria 
upon  which  toNpase  more  widespread 
operations. 

Oiu*  goal,  Mr.  A;esident,  should  be 
complete  victory  oveN^r^l  poverty.  As 
I  have  said,  that  will  cake  little  money. 
It  will  take  little  legislati^.  It  will  take 
a  good  deal  of  coordination  of  effort, 
and  it  will  result  in  a  bett^^agriculture 
and  a  stronger,  healthier  Un^d  States. 

Mr.  CARLSON.  Mr.  Presi^nt,  will 
the  Senator  from  Vermont  yielc 

The  PRESIDING  OFFICER  \  (Mr. 
Sparkman  in  the  chair) .  Does  the 
ator  from  Vermont  yield  to  the  Sena^r 
from  Kansas? 

Mr.  AIKEN.  I  yield. 
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Mr.  X^ARLSON.  I  wish  to  commend 
the  distinguished  Senator  from  Vermont 
for  calliiS  this  matter  to  the  attention 
of  the  Senate,  and  for  his  reference  to 
the  PresideM’s  report  and  Secretary 
Benson’s  studk  of  this  problem,  for  it  is 
a  serious  probleto  which  confronts  agri¬ 
culture,  and  on^to  which  I  believe  a 
solution  must  be  itond. 

I  also  commend  tne  Secretary  of  Agri¬ 
culture  for  commencniig  this  vital  proj¬ 
ect.  It  seems  to  me  th^  measures  must 
be  devised  to  increase '^e  income  of 
farmers  of  low  income.  ’SMs  matter  is 
most  important  to  IVi  mill^n  people  of 
the  United  States. 

Mr.  AIKEN.  Mr.  President  I  thank 
the  Senator  from  Kansas.  iNvish  to 
point  out  that  the  problem  we  are  now 
tackling  again  is  not  a  new  one.  Oh  the 
contrary,  it  has  been  with  our  country 
for  centuries.  Even  before  our  count! 
was  established  as  a  Nation  there  alwayJ 
were  rural  areas  which  were  poverty 
stricken. 

There  is  no  perfect  solution  to  the 
problem.  There  has  been  a  constant 
trend  toward  mechanization,  commer¬ 
cialization,  and  larger  farming  units. 
But  we  can  do  much.  We  already  know 
how  to  do  much  to  make  better  the  life 
of  this  category  of  farmers  who,  unfor¬ 
tunately,  for  the  time  being,  at  least, 
have  to  eke  out  a  living  on  very  small 
incomes.  If  we  can  help  them  enjoy  life 
more  fully,  we  should  do  so.  We  should 
make  a  full-fledged  assault  upon  this 
problem. 

Mr.  PAYNE.  Mr.  President,  will  the 
Senator  from  Vermont  yield  to  me? 

The  PRESIDING  OFFICER  (Mr.  Scott 
in  the  chair) .  Does  the  Senator  from 
Vermont  yield  to  the  Senator  from 
Maine? 

Mr.  AIKEN.  I  yield. 

Mr.  PAYNE.  I  thank  the  Senator 
from  Vermont  for  yielding  to  me. 

Mr.  Pi’esident,  I,  too,  wish  to  join,  in 
association  with  the  distinguished  Sen¬ 
ator  from  Kansas,  in  commending  our 
colleague,  the  distinguished  senior  Sen¬ 
ator  from  Vermont,  for  pointing  out  the 
very  constructive  suggestions  which 
have  been  brought  about  as  a  result  of 
the  plan  to  aid  the  low-income  farmers, 
who  are  found,  as  my  distinguished  col¬ 
league  well  knows,  not  only  in  the  Souths 
but  in  many  other  regions  of  the  Natioj 
Including  the  northeastern  area. 

This  is  the  first  time  I  have  ySeen 
offered  a  really  constructive  sugsestion 
as  to  how  the  low-income  farm/^roups 
can  better  their  position.  :^wish  to 
commend  the  distinguished  Senator 
from  Vermont  for  bringing^his  matter 
to  the  attention  of  the  S^ate. 

Prom  his  work  and  hiyiong  labors  on 
the  Committee  on  Agri^lture  and  For¬ 
estry,  I  know  that  hp  certainly  recog¬ 
nizes  the  value  of  a  Program  of  the  kind 
proposed,  and  I  he  will  work  to 

see  that  such  a  mogram  is  adopted,  if 
possible. 

Ml-.  AIKEI^  Mr.  President,  I  thank 
the  Senator  ffom  Maine.  I  may  say  that 
he  and  I  sfie  very  fortunate  in  living 
in  Statesd^hich  do  not  have  an  entire 
county  dnich  qualifies  as  a  poverty- 
strickejur county.  But  that  does  not  mean 


that  we  do  not  have  in  our  own  States 
many  individual  farmers  who  at  this 
time  are  bareiy  holding  their  heads  above 
water. 

I  think  we  should  realize  that  when, 
in  any  part  of  the  Nation,  there  are 
a  considerable  number  of  rural  persons 
who  are  living  in  poverty  and  in  un- 
fortimate  conditions,  such  a  situation 
affects  all  of  us;  it  affects  the  entire 
country.  Certainly  we  should  do  what 
we  can  to  overcome  these  conditions 
wherever  they  may  exist.

REPORT 

[To  accompany  S.  J.  Res.  60] 

The  Committee  on  Agriculture,  to  whom  was  referred  the  joint 
resolution  (S.  J.  Res.  60)  directing  a  study  and  report  by  the  Secretary 
of  Agriculture  on  hurley  tobacco  marketing  controls,  having  considered 
the  same,  reports  favorably  thereon  without  amendment  and  recom¬ 
mend  that  the  joint  resolution  do  pass. 

The  purpose  of  this  joint  resolution  is  to  authorize  and  direct  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  make  a  study  of  the  various  methods  of 
market  control  which  could  be  made  applicable  to  hurley  tobacco. 
Following  is  the  text  of  the  Senate  report  and  the  report  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Agriculture  explaining  the  need  for  this  legislation. 

This  joint  resolution  would  direct  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to 
make  a  study  of  various  methods  of  marketing  control  for  hurley 
tobacco.  At  present  we  have  a  3.5-year  supply,  whereas  a  2.7-year 
supply  is  considered  adequate.  The  Department  of  Agriculture’s 
witness  at  joint  hearings  before  subcommittees  of  the  House  and 
Senate  Agriculture  Committees  advised  that  the  Department  is  con¬ 
fronted  with  serious  difficulties  in  maintaining  supplies  in  fine  vdth 
demand  under  present  legislation,  and  that  there  is  a  prospect  of 
substantial  losses  to  the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  on  the  price- 
support  program.  Public  Law  21  was  enacted  this  Congress  to 
tighten  up  the  present  program,  but  jmur  committee  feels  that  this 
may  not  be  enough  and  that  all  possible  programs  should  be  thor¬ 
oughly  explored. 

It  should  be  pointed  out  that  the  resolution  provides  for  a  study 
only.  Senator  Scott,  in  particular,  suggested  that  it  be  made  clear 
that  the  committee’s  action  in  reporting  out  this  resolution  should  not 
be  construed  as  indicating  that  the  committee  favors  poundage 
limitations  or  any  other  particular  method  of  control.  The  report 
of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  on  the  resolution  is  attached.

Dear  Senator  Ellender:  This  acknowledges  your  letter  of  March  20,  1955, 
asking  for  the  Department’s  views  on  Senate  Joint  Resolution  60,  directing  a 
study  and  report  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  on  hurley  tobacco  marketing 
controls. 

Favorable  action  is  recommended  on  Senate  Joint  Resolution  60. 

Experience  gained  from  “poundage  quota”  operations  under  the  Kerr-Smith 
Tobacco  Act  in  1934  and  1935  and  under  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Act  of  1938 
in  that  year  provides  some  basis  for  evaluating  a  poundage  versus  an  acreage 
allotment  approach  on  tobacco  marketing  quotas.  Administrative  personnel  of 
the  Department  have  discussed  the  subject  of  “poundage  quotas”  with  tobacco 
grower  representatives  on  numerous  occasions,  and  considerable  thought  has  been 
given  to  the  subject  during  recent  months. 

The  drastic  current  situation  on  burley  tobacco  justifies  a  comprehensive  ex¬ 
ploration  of  all  possible  methods  that  might  be  employed  to  maintain  supplies  in 
line  with  demand.  Different  methods  have  been  suggested  from  time  to  tim '  by 
growers  and  others,  some  being  use  of  poundage  quotas  or  variations  of  poundage 
quotas,  and  some  being  combinations  of  poundage  quotas  and  acreage  allotments. 
It  is  felt  that,  whether  or  not  a  new-type  program  should  result  for  burley  tobacco, 
an  exhaustive  study  and  report  as  contemplated  by  Senate  Joint  Resolution  60  is 
highly  in  order  and  should  be  initiated  at  an  early  date. 

Depending  upon  the  nature  of  the  study  required  to  arrive  at  a  satisfactory 
finding,  a  relatively  small  additional  expenditure  of  funds  would  be  necessary. 

The  Bureau  of  the  Budget  advises  that  there  is  no  objection  to  the  submission 
of  this  report.

Senate  998,  has  already  paiised  the 
Senate,  and  it  is  the  purpose  the  gen¬ 
tleman  from  Oklahoma  [Mjr  Belcher] 
to  ask  unanimous  consent  tnat  the  Sen¬ 
ate  bill  be  substituted  for^e  House  bill. 

Mr.  BYRNES  of  Wisgmsin.  We  have 
to  get  past  the  HouseylMll  first,  as  I  un¬ 
derstand. 

Mr.  ALBERT.  ]^r.  Speaker,  will  the 
gentleman  yield  ^ 

Mr.  BYRNESym  Wisconsin.  I  yield  to 
the  gentlema^from  Oklahoma.

I  can  see  no  basis  for 
the  Federal  Government  giving  away 
land  for  less  than  its  true  value. 

Mr.  BELCHER.  In  the  5  years  I  have 
been  a  Member  of  the  House,  I  voted  for 
bill  after  bill  where  property  has  been 
transferred  to  cities  and  municipalities 
and  subdivisions  of  the  Government 
without  any  money  being  paid  whatso¬ 
ever.  This  is  certainly  for  a  public  pur¬ 
pose.  It  goes  to  the  city  of  Woodward. 
This  is  a  very  small  amount.  This  is  of 
^no  value  to  the  Federal  Government  as 
ir  as  that  experiment  station  is  con- 
c^ned. 

Mr.  Speaker,  will  the/ 
gentl^an  yield? 

Mr.TBYRNES  of  Wisconsin.  I  yield- 

Mr.  COOLEY.  I  think  the  gentl^an 
suggeste^hat  we  were  providins^ere 
for  the  sal\  of  this  parcel  of  lai^ to  the 
city  of  WoMward  at  one-h^  of  its 
value.  That  nieans  one-hal^f  its  ap¬ 
praised  value  ^ther  than yone-half  of 
the  cost  to  the  Gk^ernmeirt  when  origi¬ 
nally  acquired.  l\l  amr  correct  in  my 
recollection,  this  i!^^^ypart  of  a  much 
larger  tract  of  land.  Sformerly  there  was 
a  house  upon  it.  Now  rfeere  are  some  old 
foundations  there/and  \  is  practically 
worthless  to  thy'FederarV^overnment, 
but  it  can  be  o{/some  value  bq  the  city  of 
Woodward. 

Mr.  BYRfjES  of  Wiscon^.  Mr. 
Speaker,  ^appreciate  what  theNgentle- 
man  say^  but  it  seems  to  me  tnat  we 
would  ife  establishing  a  precedent  ^re. 
In  thjjfse  other  cases  to  which  the  gen^e- 
ma^  has  referred,  we  have  convey' 
property  but  there  was  always  a  rever- 
mnary  interest  in  the  United  States  in 
'the  event  that  the  property  was  not  used 
for  the  purpose  for  which  we  dedicated 
it.  I  do  not  recall  any  case  where  we 
have  dedicated  property  for  a  type  of 
function  such  as  proposed  in  this  case. 

Mr.  Speaker,  so  that  we  do  not  take

It  seeks  to  put  apples  in  the  same  situ¬ 
ation  in  which  the  cotton  crop  is — to 
prevent  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
from  predicting  what  future  market 
prices  will  be.  Experience  has  shown 
that  the  Department  of  Agriculture  is 
not  capable  of  guessing  the  futm'e  of 
any  market.  If  the  officials  could  do  that 
they  would  hardly  be  working  on  a  sal¬ 
ary  for  the  Government;  they  would  be 
making  millions.  It  has  worked  a  great 
hardship  to  both  the  consumer  and  the 
producer. 

Mr.  GROSS.  I  wonder  if  the  gentle¬ 
man  would  suggest  the  same  thing  for 
soybeans  and  for  Iowa  hogs? 

Mr.  HARRISON  of  Virginia.  I  would 
suggest  the  same  thing  for  any  crop  or 
product  where  experience  has  shown 
that  the  estimate  of  prices  does  injury 
to  the  ordinary  marketing  of  the  crop. 

Mr.  GROSS.  I  am  sure  that  has 
happened  a  good  many  times  in  the 
history  of  midwestern  agriculture.

For  th^apanese  who  already  have  a

The  people  of  the  United  States  are 
now  consuming  pra^ically  100  percent 
American  cotton.  Japanese  textiles  are 
two-thirds  foreign  cotb^m  from  India, 
Brazil,  and  other  countr^.  The  State 
Department  has  set  the  sta^  for  the  dis¬ 
placement  of  American  cott<^by  foreign 
cotton  and  the  elimination  oi  the  last 
great  customer  of  the  Americ^  cotton 
farmer. 

This  entire  agreement  strikes  ^the 
very  heart  and  vitals  not  only  of^he 
textile  industry  but  of  the  cotton-grOT 
ing  segment  of  American  agriculture, 
may  inflict  damage  upon  the  cotton ' 
farmer,  the  cotton  manufacturer,  the 
cotton  processor  and  the  textile  em¬ 
ployee  from  which  recovery  may  not  be 
had  during  the  lifetime  of  any  of  us  as¬ 
sembled  here. 

During  the  debate  on  H.  R.  1  in  this 
House,  I  stated  then  and  I  reiterate  now 
that  I  for  one  want  to  do  all  that  is  rea¬ 
sonable  and  all  that  is  right  and  all  that 
is  just  to  rehabilitate  our  former  enemy, 
Japan,  but  I  am  not  willing  to  do  so  by 
sacrificing  American  men  and  women 
who  are  employed  in  the  textile  industry 
or  any  other  industry  in  this  country. 

During  the  debate  on  H.  R.  1  when  it 
was  passed  by  this  House  earlier  this 
year  the  advocates  of  free  trade  cited 
Commerce  Department  figures  which 
minimized  the  extent  of  Japanese  tex¬ 
tile  imports  into  this  country.  These 
figures  were  presumably  prepared  by  the 
Commerce  Department.  This  same  De¬ 
partment  now  admits  that  the  earlier 
figures  and  other  figures  which  were  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  Randall  Commission  and 
quoted  by  the  advocates  of  H.  R.  1,  were 
grossly  understated  and  that  some  Japa¬ 
nese  textile  imports  for  the  most  recent 
reporting  period  were  as  much  as  10  j 
times  greater  than  the  figures  the> 
showed  and  reported. 

Mr.  Speaker,  I  feel  that  the  time/has 
come  for  us  to  give  more  considera^n  to 
people  at  home  and  to  the  prin^les  of 
Americanism  than  to  grabtain^hold  of 
moonbeams  and  fantastic  ide^  that  we 
can  or  should  support  they/est  of  the 
world  at  the  sacrifice  of  purselves  and 
our  fellow  Americans. 

It  is  highly  possible  Uj^t  a  great  many 
of  my  colleagues  wh^oted  with  me  in 
opposition  to  H.  R,  Imhen  it  was  before 
this  House  in  Janu^nw  may  see  fit  to  ap¬ 
prove  and  to  voire  for  the  conference 
report  as  submmed.  With  them  I  have 
no  quarrel  because  I  know  they  are  voting 
their  convi^ons  just  as  I  am  voting 
mine,  but  yinink  that  we  should  stop  and 
consider  ^e  far  reaching  effects  of  this 
entire  Ml  both  as  it  was  in  its  original 
form  ^d  as  it  is  now.  The  mere  fact  that 
the  s^ng  of  the  viper  may  be  less  venom- 
ou&^an  the  bite  of  an  asp,  it  is  none  the 
lells  fatal  and  destructive. 


So  it  is  with  this  modified  and  amended 
H.  R.  1.  It  can  conceivably  strike  at  the 
life’s  blood  of  the  employment  of  many 
men  and  women  who  are  now  gainfully 
employed  in  the  industry  which  they 
know  best — not  only  the  textile  industry 
with  which  I  am  most  familiar,  but  also 
with  coal,  glass,  chemicals  and  certain 
metal  products.  It  can  mean  that  Amer¬ 
icans  who  today  enjoy  a  comfortable  and 
high  standard  of  living  will  be  reduced  to 
places  on  relief  rolls  or  subjected  to  wage 
reductions  and  short  time  simply  to  sat¬ 
isfy  the  advocates  of  certain  interna¬ 
tional  agreements  on  tariffs  and  trade. 

While  it  is  true  that  the  present  form 
of  H.  R.  1  may  not  be  as  bad  as  it  was 
before  and  it  may  not  have  the  devastat¬ 
ing  effects  which  we  dread  and  which  we 
fear,  at  the  same  time  I  cannot  by  my 
vote  or  by  my  action  give  even  tacit  ap¬ 
proval  to  a  bill  which  may  bring  about 
great  unemployment  in  the  area  in  which 
I- live  and  in  the  district  which  sent  me 
to  Congress  and  in  many  other  parts  of 
the  Nation  as  well.  I,  therefore,  Mr.

Mr.  VANIKyr  Mr.  Speaker,  on  Thurs¬ 
day,  June  2,^55,  I  appeared  before  the 
House  Eduction  and  Labor  Committee 
in  supporVpf  legislation  to  increase  the 
minimui^  wage  to  $1.25  per  hour  with 
the  br^dest  kind  of  coverage. 

I  dyf  not  appear  before  the  committee 
as  ^  expert  economist  but  as  the  rep- 
re^^tative  of  a  community  which  is  pre- 
minantly  one  of  workers  in  industry, 
though  most  of  these  workers  are  not 
affected  by  the  proposed  minimum  wage 
legislation,  I  was  astonished  by  the  great 
numbers  of  workers  in  my  district  who 
would  be  helped.  Our  last  increase  of 
the  minimum  wage  took  place  in  1949. 
If  75  cents  per  hour  was  determined  by 
the  Congress  as  a  reasonable  minimum 
wage  in  1949,  certainly  $1.25  per  hour  is 
a  reasonable  minimum  wage  today.  The 
increase  in  the  cost  of  living  demands 
this  increase. 

During  the  course  of  committee  dis¬ 
cussion,  the  question  was  raised  as  to 
how  it  was  determined  that  $1.25  per 
hour  would  be  a  fair  and  reasonable 
minimum  wage.  And  the  question  was 
further  raised  as  to  what  formula  was 
used  in  determining  this  amoimt  of  in¬ 
crease.  It  seems  to  me  that  a  fair  and 
reasonable  formula  would  be  based  upon 
that  hourly  wage  which  would  produce 
a  weekly  minimum  sufBcient  to  provide 
for  a  normal  family  of  four  under  the 
minimum  conditions  of  decency  in  which 
e  can  permit  Americans  to  live.  An 
ly  wage  of  $1.25  per  hour  would 
uce  a  gross  wage  of  $50  for  a  40- 
houJvweek  and  a  take-home  pay  after 
tax  and  deductions  of  approximately  $37. 
In  my  OTinion,  there  is  no  place  in  Amer¬ 
ica,  north,  or  south,  east  or  west,  where 
a  family  c^ild  exist  at  a  decent  standard 
of  living  imh  less  than  $37  per  week. 

The  need  fV  increasing  the  minimum 
wage  is  not  omy  an  economic  question. 
There  is  a  vital  question  of  morality  in¬ 
volved.  Americans  cannot  permit  their 
fellow  citizens  to  Bye  under  inhumane 
conditions.  Goods  induced  under  con¬ 
ditions  in  which  theNworker  does  not 
earn  a  suflScient  incom^o  decently  pro¬ 
vide  for  his  family  are  natter  not  pro¬ 
duced  at  all. 

The  minimum-wage  law  ik  in  effect  a 
code  of  fair  play  between  raie  States 
which  provides  that  the  States  shall  not 
compete  against  each  other  on  the  basis 
of  indecent  wage  levels.  We  in  Amer¬ 
ica  must  avoid  destruction  by  sectional¬ 
ism.  It  is  tragic  to  see  one  pari

Directiiip:  a  study  and  report  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  on  hurley  tobacco 

marketing  controls. 

Resolved  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled.,  That  for  the  purpose  of  Burley  tobacco 
developing  basic  information  which  will  aid  the  Congress  in  formulat-  Report  to 
ing  an  improved  program  for  the  production  and  marketing  of  hurley  on 

tobacco,  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  is  authorized  and  directed  (a)  to ®  ®  ° 

make  a  study  of  the  various  methods  of  marketing  control  which  have 
been  or  could  be  made  applicable  to  hurley  tobacco,  including  farm 
marketing  quotas,  poundage  limitations,  acreage  limitations,  and  a 
combination  of  both  poundage  and  acreage  limitations,  and  (b)  to 
submit  to  the  Congress  on  or  before  November  1, 1955,  a  detailed  report 
thereon  showing  among  other  things  the  probable  costs,  effects,  and 
feasibility  of  each  type  of  operation  studied  and  what  legislation, 
if  any,  would  be  needed  to  put  it  into  effect.  The  Secretary  may  con¬ 
duct  such  hearings  and  receive  such  statements  and  briefs  as  are  neces¬ 
sary  to  carry  out  the  purpose  of  this  joint  resolution.
